TONIGHT'S CONDUCTORS 


James Pinhorn is a native of St. John's, Newfoundland where he 
appeared frquently on both CBC Radio and Television as a boy soprano and 
actor. He moved to Toronto in 1985 and completed a Bachelor of Music in 
Vocal Performance at the University of Toronto. During a year of Special 
Studies in Elementary Education and Choral Conducting at the University, Mr. 
Pinhorn served as the Assistant Conductor of the Concert Choir conducted by 
Professor Doreen Rao. During that year he was invited by Dr. Rao to conduct 
the choir in a performance of Sharon Fragments at a gala concert honouring 
Canadian composer John Beckwith. That same year Mr. Pinhorn was invited 
by Robert Cooper to conduct the back-stage chorus in three performances of 
Ravel's ballet Daphnis et Chloe for the National Ballet of Canada. He also 
served as conductor of the University Chorus at the University of Toronto for 
two years before accepting his present post. Mr. Pinhorn is a vocal coach for 
the Toronto Mendelssohn Youth Choir conducted by Robert Cooper, and is 
currently a music teacher with the Scarborough Board of Education. 


Conductor Beverly Taylor has been for fifteen years Associate 
Director of Choral Activities at Harvard University, where she directs both the 
Radcliffe Choral Society and the Harvard-Radcliffe Chorus. In addition to her 
work at Harvard, Ms. Taylor is music director of Boston's Back Bay Chorale 
and conducts their concerts with the Pro Arte Chamber Orchestra. In 1990 she 
became director of the Boston Bar Association Orchestra, the Harvard Summer 
Chorus, the U.S. Air Force Band and Orchestra in Washington, the Wellesley 
Chamber Singers, and working with John Williams, the Summer Esplenade 
Chorus. She holds degrees from the University of Delaware and Boston 
University School for the Arts, and has studied with Gustav Meier, Paul 
Vermel, Andrew Davis, Helmuth Rilling, Robert Shaw, Margaret Hillis, and 
Herbert Blomstedt. She won an advanced conducting fellowship with Chorus 
America and an orchestral fellowship at Aspen. Ms. Taylor is a frequent guest 
conductor and lecturer at festivals throughout the United States. 


Jane Ring Frank is assistant conductor of the Radcliffe Choral 
Society. In addition to her work with the RCS, Ms. Frank has recently been 
appointed as the Director of Music at the Arlington Street Church in Boston. 
In the past she has conducted Ars Nova, as well as the Concord Madrigals, a 
women's chorus in Concord, Massachusetts. Originally from Los Angeles, Ms. 
Frank taught for five years at California State University, Long Beach, where 
she was Director of the Women's Chorus, Director of Music for the Department 
of Theater Arts, Staff Opera Coach, and Staff Pianist. Ms. Frank also 
previously served as Director of Music at the Theater School of Choate 
Rosemary Hall in Wallingford, Connecticut. 
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The University Women's Chorus 


The University Women's Chorus began in 1986 under the direction 
of Michael Coghlan and was conducted by Ann Cooper Gay from 1988 to the 
spring of 1993. The present conductor began his leadership in September 
1993. The repertoire of the Women's Chorus spans a broad spectrum, from 
early music to contemporary Canadian composers, and from works composed 
for young voices to the more challenging works composed for adult choruses. 

The chorus was the first University of Toronto Choir to receive an 


award in the CBC Radio Choral Competition, which led to the commissioning 


of a work, Missa Brevis, by the well-known composer Dr. Derek Holman. The 
Women's Chorus embarked on its first tour in 1993, to Cornell University in 
Ithaca, New York and has also premiered new works by student composers. 
Tonight, the chorus will premiere a new work written for women's voices by. 
student composer, Jeffrey P. Koene entitled Dormi Jesu. Jeffrey is presently 
studying composition at the Faculty of Music.

The Radcliffe Choral Society 


Founded in 1889, the Radcliffe Choral Society is a group of sixty 
women from the Harvard-Radcliffe community dedicated to excellence in the 
performance of music for women's voices. The RCS presents music of all 
periods and styles, and frequently performs works by twentieth-century 
composers, including commissions by Americans Stephen Paulus, Robert Kyr, 
Janice Hamer, and Britain's Grayston Ives. 

The group's recent endeavors have included a fourth appearance at the 
American Choral Director's Association (ACDA) Convention, the production 
of a compact disc, Tota Pulchra Es: Motets and Songs for Women's Voices, 
and an international tour to Poland, Sweden, and Czechoslovakia. The RCS 
has been awarded several international prizes on these tours and has received 
international acclaim as "a choir of great flexibility and grandeur" 
(Westmoreland Gazette, Westmoreland, England). This year's projects include 
a guest appearance with the Harvard-Radcliffe Chorus in Britten's St. Nicholas, 
a week-long spring tour to Canada, and a spring concert with the Brown 
University Chorus. The year concludes with a performance of Karl Orff's 
Carmina Burana with the Harvard Glee-Club, the Harvard-Radcliffe Collegium 
Musicum, and the Harvard-Radcliffe Orchestra.
